Nobile’s Own Story of Crash 
In Arctic and Men’s Effort — 
To Reach Safety on Foot 


Polar Explorer Tells of Painting Tent Red 
to Attract Searching Flyers’ Attention— 
Most Supplies Saved. 


(The dispatch herewith is the 
first authentic signed message from 
Gen. Umberto Nobile, commander- 
in-chicf of the lost dirigible Italia, 
since that airship became enveloped 
in the great Arctic silence May 25.)

UR position, as repeated to us 
0 by Capt. Romagna of the Citta 

di Milano, is correct. Our lati- 
tude and longitude have been 
checked by numerous observations. 
We are on pack ice in view of 
islands and coast line. We are 
drifting one or two miles a day, 
according to the wind. 

The airship is lost. We have 
two injured men with us, their legs 
being severely hurt. 

We shall light fires and send up 
flares as soon as any airplane ap- 
proaches. We have painted our 
only tent red. We have food for 
50 days at very reduced rationg, 
but we are without boots, rifles, 
ammunition, folding boat, sleigh~<. 
medical supplies, cooking stoves 
and tobacco. 


Here the sky is generally clouds. 
but the visibility is good enough 
as long as the airplanes which. 
seek us fly under the clouds, which 
are no higher than about 1500 
feet. 

Three of our crew are marching 
along the coast to Cape North. Our 
friends of the Citta di Milano 
should take into account the fact 
that I expect we shall always %<e 
able to receive their messages, but 
within a few days we shall not be 
able to transmit messages as 1%'1" 
accumulators are tosin:; power. 

We urge you to send three fol4- 
ing boats. We hear nearly alwavs 
distinctly, but at night it is prefer- 
able to communicate with us by 
way of San Paolo. 

There are six of us here. Of the 
others of the crew, three are on 
march and of the seven remain- 
ing, itnctuding our mechanic, -ne 
journalist, Ugo Lago; an Italian 
scientist, a Czecho-Slovakian sci- 
entist and one fitter, we know 
nothing, as they were carried away 
by the airship, which perhaps is 
lying about 19 miles farther east. 


Crash From  1500-Foot Height 
Caused by Ice on Bag. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 13.—Gen. Umberto 
Nobile’s own story of the wreck- 
ing of the dirigible Italia in the 
Arctic was received today by the 
Stefani News Agency. 

It was summarized as follows: 

“At 10:30 a. m. on May 25 while 
the Italia was flying normally at 
a height of £00 meters, the weight 
increased suddenly (apparently by 
snow and ice forming on the bag). 
The airship began a rapid plunge 
which it was impossible to halt 
and in two minutes it crashed upon 
the polar ice pack. 

“The cabin and part of the up- 
per bracing were torn away while 
the bag was carried by the wind 
in an easterly direction. 

“Among the debris on the ice all 
the occupants of the cabin were 
found to be alive: Scattered on 
the ice around them was almost 
all the material which formed the 
cabin. 

“Nearly all the food and mater- 
jals which had been taken aboard 
the airship were saved. 


‘The radio appaartus and instru- 
ments for determining position also” 
were saved, although it was some 
time before the radio was repaired 
so that messages could be trans- 
mitted. 

“Those who were in other parts 
of the ship drifted with the free 
gas bag as it soared upward after 
the crash and landed some dis- 
tance away. 

“Only a minute after the plunge, 
Nobile and his’ companions cried 
passionately: “Viva Italia.’ 

“On the evening of May 30 about 
12 kilometers (7.5 miles) north- 
east of Foyne Island. Capt. A. Ma- 
riano and Capt. Filippo Zappi and 
the Swedish scientist, Dr. Finn 
Malmgren started with provisions 
for North Cape. They intended to 
cover 10 kilometers a day.

SFARCH GOES ON 


Explorers on Ice Floes 
Being Driven Northwest, 
Radio Man Reports — 
Two Flyers Ready.

ROME, June 13.—Latest reports 
from the crew of the “*irigible 
Italia disclose that Gen. Umberto 
Nobile himself was injured on the 
right arm and right leg when the 
airship’s gondola was torn away 
on the ice north of Spitzbergen. 

.The General, in his report, how- 
ever, said his arm was cured and 
that his leg was nearly so. 

The report, made public in a 
communique by the official news 
agency, Stefani, said that in addi- 
tion to Gen. Nobile, the others in- 
jured were Dr. Finn Malmgren, 
Swedish meteorologist, who zuf- 
fered bad contusions on his arm, 
and Chief Technician Ceccioni, 
whose right leg was broken below 
the knee. . 

Dr. Malmgren had recovered 
from his injuries by the time ‘re 
and two others of the crew left the 
Nobile party May 30 in an effort 
to reach land. Ceccioni, however 
will need long attention before be- 
ing cured.

A blizzard, which had been 
sweeping the archipelago spent it- 
self, and the weather conditions at 
Spitzbergen were improved. The 
Nobile party has drifted at least a 
mile and a quarter to the west, 
bringing the men closer to their 
would-be rescuers and carrying 
them further from the danger of 
being swept out to the open sea 
between the eastern tip of North- 
east Land and Franz Josef land. 


Ice Breaker Returns. 


The icebreaker Braganza, which 
has been in northern waters with 
the Hobby for the last week, re- 
turned to Kings Bay this merning 
and immediately began taking on 
gasoline, provisions and dog teams 
for a quick ‘return to. northern 
Spitzbergen. 

The details of an encounter with 
polar bears by Holm, who spent 
five days seeking the Italia, were 
brought to Kings Ba; by the crew 
of the Braganza. 

After Holm and his companion, 
Pilot Myre, were forced down cn 
Brandy Bay by shortage of gaso-

Other Resolutions. 


LIQUOR FIGHT 
MAY BE RENEWED 


Demand for Higher Tariff 
on Farm Products and 
Aid for Co-Operatives 
Tentatively Adopted.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 13.— 
The Resolutions Subcommittee of 
the Republican national conven- 
tion today reacned an agreement 
on all points for the party’s plat- 


form except that on farm relief, 
which will be left to the full com- 
mittee for final determination. 

After nearly 24 hours of contin- 
uous work the subcommittee ad- 
jJourned shortly after 3 p.m. to 
meet later in the day with the 
full committee when it will sub- 
mit the platform as agreed upon 
and take up the farm relief ques- 
tion with that body. 

The subcommittee with wunex- 
pected dispatch approved planks 
on the many issues demanding its 
attention, including the Borah 
plank specifically declaring for en- 
forcement of the eighteenth 
amendment. 

Gap Narrowed Considerably. 

From almost the outset disagree- 
ment developed on the farm ques- 
tion and hours of discussion stil! 
found members in disagreement. 
Several members of the committee 
expressed belief that the gap had 
been narrowed considerably and 
predicted an early determination 
of the question would be reached 
by the full committee. 

Meeting behind closed doors, the 
15 delegates fought hour after 
hour over the wording of the agri- 
cultural plank. The main question 
in dispute was whether there 
should be even veiled reference to 
the equalization fee machinery of 
the twice-vetoed McNary-Haugen 
bill. 

The subcommittee with unexpect- 
ed dispatch had met the prohibi- 
tion question. with the adoption of 
the Borah plank declaring spe- 
cifically for enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment, 

This action on the prohibition 
question, however, is subject to the 
approval’ of the entire committee, 
with prospects of a renewal of the 
wet and dry fight which was start- 
ed at the public hearings yester- 
day. This controversy may even be 
carried to the floor of the conven- 
tion. 

Would Serve Both Factions, 

Administration leaders among 
the platform makers were bending 
every effort to frame a farm relief 
plank which would prove accepta- 
ble to a majority of the farm or- 
ganizations and at the same time 
would, at least by indirection, ap- 
prove the administration’s stand 
against the McNary-Haugen meas- 
ure. ; 

There developed a call for the re- 
writing of the administration plank 
declaring for Federal! aid for co-op- 
erative marketing associations and 
an upward revision of the tariff on 
farm products, with demands that 
the platform contain a declaration 
tantamount to the equalization fee, 
which led the veto of the McNary- 
Haugen bill. 

Other Subjects Treated. 

As had been anticipated, the 
farm and prohibition enforcement 
questions furnished the main fight- 
ing grounds in the subcommittee, 
which had little difficulty tn agree- 
ing upon a majority of the many 
other subjects treated in the plat- 
form, including foreign relations, 
labor, conservation, waterways, ir- 
rigation and reclamation, water 
power development and corruption 
in Government and politics.

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WIDOW BERATES 
GANGSTERS. AT 
MURDER INQUEST 


Mrs. Rose Corella Faces 
Four of Five Men She Ac- 


band’s Death. 


Four alleged Italian gangsters 
were hysterically denounced as 
they sat in the Coroner’s witness 
room at the Municipal Courts 
Building today, by a widow and sis- 
ter-in-law of Angelo Corella, who 
was assassinated at Mullanphy and 
Hogan streets, Monday night, ap- 
parently for his refusal to be- 
cotne a gangster. 


In her testimony at the inquest, 
Mrs. Rose Corella, 4340 Ashland 
avenue, the widow, named five 
men as members of the gang which 
she said he had firmly refused 
to join. She declared they were 
Camelo Fresina, also known as 
Freese, Frank Consentino, Vincent 


Enfusino, Angelo Nacataro and 
Sam Faraci. 


Hysterical at Sight of Men. 

All the men except Faraci, who 
has not bee arrested, were seated 
in the witness room under police 
guard when Mrs. Corella and her 
sister, Mrs. Mary Lanzone, entered 
| the room. Dressed in deep mourn- 
img, they were weeping, but as 
they saw the men.they became 
hysterical and denounced them in 
voluble Italian while the men 
shifted. uneasily in their seats. 
Policemen finally conducted the 
women to another room. 

Both women on the witness 
| stand repeated a statement made 
yesterday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Corella, mortaily 
wounded, had nodded his head and 
groaned an affirmation when they 
asked him “Angelo, did the Fre- 
sina mob shoot you?” 

Mrs. Corella testifieq that her 
husband, as business partner of 
Fresina in < saloon at Newstead 
and Natural Bridge avenues, di- 
vided the profits with Fresina ev- 
ery Monday morning, but stead- 
fastly refused to join Fresina’s 
gang. 

Fresina ir. Other Shootings. 


Last Jan. 19 Fresina was shot 
and seriously wounded at the home 
of Charles Spicuzza at 6129 Clay- 
ton avenue, and his companions, 
Antonio de Trapani and Dominic 
Cataldi, then under indictment 
with William Russo and nine oth- 
ers in the Alphonse  Palazzolo 
gang murder case, were killed. 

“Fresina brought those two men 
to that house where they, were 
killed,” Mrs. Corella testified. “I 
don’t know what the shooting was 
about, but after it Fresina and his 
men kept after my husband al- 
ways to join his gang, and to help 
him out. 

“Fresina was always saying he 
needed my husband's help. Fre- 
sina was afraid to go out himself 
and he always nad to send others 
out. But my husband wouldn't 
join, because he didn’t want to get 
mixed up with the gang. I told 
him not to do what they wanted.” 


Repeats Earlier Story of Attack. 

She related, as was told yester- 
day, that finally, two weeks ago, 
Fresina gave her husband $200 
and severed business relations with 
him. Since that time her husband 
had been looking for a stand to 
make a start in the fruit business, 
she said. 

On the night of the murder she 
was a visitor at her sister’s home 
and Corella was shot, apparently, 
as he left an automobile, only half 
a block away. The sister-in-law 
and wife ran to his side when 
they heard the shots.

| Emma shoot at Amato, then throw 
his pistol at the wounded man. 
The defense was prepared to of- 
fer testimony to show that Emma, 


Traction System 19 years, had no 
gang connections and was at home 
ill when Amato was slain. 

John Ikemeyer, 1300 North High 
street, one of the three who could 
not identify Emma, asserted Emma 
appeared “too heavy” to be one of 
the slayers. He witnessed the 
shooting through a window of a 
nearby saloon and did not get a 
clear view of the slayers, he added. 
* The other two witnesses were 
August A. Shoenfoefer, and Kurt 
Werner, 8t. Louis County truck 
farmers, who saw the shooting from 
their vegetable stands some dis- 
tance away. Werner though Emma 
“might be about the same size” as 
one of the assassins. 

Says Emma Is Man He Saw.. 

Kocher, the State’s first witness, 
looked at the middle-aged, partly 
bald defendant sitting in Circuit 
Judge Rutledge’s courtroom and 
declared he was positive Emma was 
the man he saw run by his truck 
and throw a pistol at Amato after 
Amato had staggered across the 
street to the doorway of a cellar, 
wounded six times. 

Kocher was driving his truck 
west in O’Fallon street. Immediate- 
ly, he _ testified, he recognized 
Emma as a man hé had seen often 
at fruit auctions over a period of 
six or seven months five years ago. 

The defense, attacking the tes- 
timony of the State’s principal wit- 
ness, brought out that it conflicted 
with statements at a preliminary 
hearing that he had never seen 
Emma before the shooting. 

Explains Discrepancy. 

Kocher, however, was allowed to 
explain he did not understand the 
questions at the preliminary hear- 
ing. And today Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Wilson, Police Capt. Nally 
and Detective Roach, testifying, 
said Kocher had told them before 
the preliminary hearing of know- 
ing Emma by sight. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Stack, 
the prosecutor, indicated he would 
ask for the death penalty. 

Saw Three Men on Corner. 

Kocher, the first witness called 
bs the State after the jury had 
been selected, said he had gone tv 
1007 O'Fallon street for a load of 
flour. Shortly after noon as he 
was approaching Twelfth street, he 
recounted, he saw three men on 
the northwest corner of High ard 
O’Fallon, apparently in friendly 
conversation. Amato, he said. was 
holding an umbrella cver bis head, | 
for it was drizzling. 

After the conversation the men 
shook hands and separated. As 
Amato turned his back, the other 
two started shooting, Kocher <i- 


serted. Amato shrank under the 
umbrella, seeking to Jodge the 
bullets, then stumbled across the 


street into the cellara™my,  foi- 
lowed by the man Nocher identi- 
fied as Emma. Amato, was shot 
six times. 

“I watched qnly this man, Em- 
ma, closely, because I had seen 
him before,” testified Kocher. “I 
didn’t know his hame then, but I 
,ecognized his face. He had a gray 
fedora hat. He was partly bald in 
back just like the defendant.” 
Kocher said he identified Emma 
as one of the slayers when Imma 
was arrested Dec. 29, in tis 100m 
at 911 North Ninth street. Police 
reported they found a revclver and 
a shotgun in the room. According 
to the police, Amato was killed b<- 
cause he refused to accede to the 
demands of extortionists om because 
he had incurred the enmity of the 
feudists. 

Amato, 49 years old, was a part- 
ner in a bakery at 1537 Hogan 
street.

Cullen, as Roberts’ counsel, then 
argued that the case was one 
of “a business failure.” and said 
that Roberts had ma@e restitution 
so far as he could, paying $47,000 
th a man in Jerseyville, Ill.

Used Morgan Company’s Name. 

Roberts’ brokerage office was in 
the Federal Commerce Trust build- 
ing. The indictment to which he 
pleaded guilty stated that he false- 
ly represented himself as having a 
connection with J. P. Morgan & 
Co., enabling him to put his clients 
on. the “inside” of profitable un- 
derwriting transactions. 

One of the customers whom he 

defraudéd was Jim Bottomley, first 
baseman of the St. Louis Cardinals. 
Another was Mrs, Elizabeth Cleve- 
land of Chicago, formerly Mrs. 
Robert Nolker of St. Louis. . 
His dealings with Frank D. Hel- 
ler, cashier of the First Naticnal 
Bank of Jerseyville, IIL, were fol- : 
lowed by the suicide of Heller and 
the closing of the bank. Roberts 
was indicted by the Federal grand 
jury in Springfield, IIL, on two 
charges, growing out of the deal- 
ings with Heller. A warrant was 
issued against him ‘in the State 
courts here on a cnarge of passing 
worthless checks. The S8t. Louis 
Federal Court case took precedence 
of the others. 
Roberts was apparently unmoved 
by the recital made in court, and 
said to reporters that he had no 
comment to make.

URGES ABOLITION O 
FRACTIONAL VOTING 


G. O. P. Rules Committee 
Adopts Proposal, 24 to 9— 
Other Changes Suggested. 


By the Associated "Press, 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 13.— 
With little debate, the Republican 
Rules Committee by a vote of 24 
to 9 yesterday adopted a-~-rule to 
abolish the fractional voting sys- 
tem at the next national conven- 
tion. 

The provision, which will not 
prevent use of the method at this 
convention, was one of several 


changes made by the committee in 
the rules of the 1924 convention. 
The remodeled rules will be sub- 
mitted to the convention for adop- 
tion as its permanent rules. 
Along with its adoption of the 
split vote prohibition, the commit- 
tee decided to refer to the National 
Committee a proposal to increase 
the number of delegates allowed 
Hawaii and Alaska. 
Another change would make it 
mandatory that delegates repre- 
senting congressional districts in 
national conventions be residents 
and qualified voters of the districts 
they represent. A similar provision 
was adopted to govern local con- 
ventions. 
Other changes would delegate t> 
the national committee full power 
to act in settling disputes that 
might arise in the selection of na- 
tional committeemen and commit- 
teewomen., 
The fractional voting bar was 
placed over the protest of Thomas 
Crutchfield of Chattanooga, Tenn.., 
who contended that if it developed 
that it was necessary to increase 
the number of a state delegation 
for the sake of harmony in the 
party, there should be nothing in 
the rvles to prevent it. 
Representative Snell of Potsdam, 
N. Y., chairman of the House 
Rules Committee, who was selected 
to head the Convention Rules 
Committee, explained that the ne- 
cessity for the rule was found in 
the difficulty in arranging for seats 
for delegations bringing more 
delegates than they were permitted 
votes. ,

Trading, however, failed 
to maintain the terrific pace set 
yesterday, the day’s sales falling 
well below 4,000,000 shares.

Body of E. A. Kessinger of 


Lamar Found in Kansas 
—Fourth Murder by Rob- 
ber Band of Four. 


SHOT, APPARENTLY 
TWO WEEKS AGO 


Met Same Fate as Doctor 
Abducted by Gang in Its 
Flight from Scene of 
Crime, May 24. 


By the Associated Press. 
LIBERAL, Kan., June 13.—Dis- 
covery of the body of a man in 


an abandoned shack near here to- 
day left four desperadoes who re- 
cently robbed a bank at Lamar, 
O., charged with a fourth mur- 
der. 

The body was identified as that 
of E. A. Kessinger, asdistant 
cashier of the First National Bank 
of Lamar. He was abducted by 
the robbers, May 23, last, when 
they fled with a large amount of 
loot, after killing A- N. Parrish, 
president of the bank, and his son, 
John Parrish, the cashier. 

Located in the bad lands of 
Western Kansas, the shack appar- 
ently had not been searched by 
hundreds of possemen who -pa- 
trolled patts of four states for Bev- 
eral days after the robbery. While 
there were suggestions that the 
body may have been placed in the 
hut recently, this theory generally 
Was scouted. 

A school girl member of a pic- 
nic party found the body yester- 
day. The man had been shot to 
death, apparently more than two 
weeks ago. A rusty pistol lay. on 
the floor. Identifieation was made 
through a lodge card, a Masonic 
ring and a hunting license belong- 


thorities decided it would be ne- 
cessary to summon relatives of the 
missing cashier before , positive 
identity of the body could be an- 
nounced. Members of hig family 
are On their way here. 

Little hope was held that Kess- 
inger’s life’ would be spared after 
the robbers summoned Dr. W. W. 
Wineinger of Dighton, Kan., from 
his home the night of May 24 
and shot him to death. The phy- 
sician presumably was called to 
administer to one of .the four 
wounded by the two bank offi- 
cials, killed when they resisted. 
The doctor’s body was found in a 
gully along with his automobile 
and medical equipment, 

Although posses, aided by air- 
platies, searched parts of Colorado, 
Kansas, Nebraska and Oklahoma 
they failed to locate the fugitives. 
The robbers obtained about $10.,- 
000 in cash and $76,000 in bonds.

41 years employed by the _ the 
Workingmen’s Co-operative Bank, 
was arraigned yesterday, charged 
with the theft of $6870 from the 
depository. In addition she was 
indicted on charges of having made 
false entries in the books. She de- 
nied the charges and was released 
on her own recognizance. 

Miss Burnham became the bank’s 
only clerk when she was 17 years 
old and gradually worked up from 
a $6 weekly salary to $4500 a year.

Detective Stories 


Though Once Successful in Business, Money 
Does Not Interest Him—His Ancestors 
Were Wesleyan Preachers. 


By DE WITT MACKENZIE, 
Chief of London Bureau, Associ- 
ated Press. 

LONDON, June 13.— Stanley 


Baldwin, Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, is a man of many interest- 
ing complexities, who has succeed- 
ed in mixing pigs, poetry, politics 
and primroses. He is perhaps the 
most unusual man who has ever 
occupied this greatest positf6n in 
the British Empire. 

Before starting this sketch of the 
man, I mentally vowed that under 
no circumstances would I be drawn 
into mentioning his cherry-wood 
pipe. English cartoonists earn a 
reasonable part of their salaries by 
its daily depiction; every young re- 
porter seizes upon it for “the hu- 
man touch.” That pipe has been 
overworked. 

But as I sat chatting with the 
Premier, while he puffed away at 
his tobacco, it grew upon me that 
the characteristics generally atrib- 
uted to him and the characteristics 
of his pipe are inseparable. 

The cherry-wood is a friendly, 
cheery sort of pipe. It is honest, 
is the cherrywood, and no vaunter, 
trying to make out that it is a 
priceless briar or a meerschaum;: 
it is quiet and unobtrusive; there 
are no bands of gold or silver on 
it.to give a false appearance; it is 
none of your fragile pipes, ae 
cannot stand a knock; it is scarred 
and battered, but some way the 
marks of battle seem to add to its 
attractiveness and appearance of 
strength. ” 

Liking for Rural Life. 

Baldwin’s liking for pigs and 
rural life almost stampede one 
into saying that he is essentially a 
country gentleman, but I think 
that characterization would be in- 
correct. He is such a curious mix- 
ture of many things that it is dif- 
ficult to place him exactly. He is 
equally at home with his pigs or in 
a palace; he is proficient in big 
business, finance, politics and 
statesmanship; . he likes detective 
stories and knows the classics; he 
will quote the latest limerick or 
repeat a bit of Horace in the orig- 
inal; he is a blunt, plain speaker 
who dislikes oratory, and yet in 
some of his speeches one finds the 
highest touches of oratorical art: 
he has an exceedingly practical 
mind, but at the same time he has 
the instincts of the poet, the 
dreamer and the philosopher. 

“If I should quit politics,” he 
told me, “I think I probably should 
go back to business and try to 
make some money, like the rest of 
the world.” 

When he was in business he 
knew it as thoroughly as he now 
knows his politics. He was ac. 
quainted with his thousands of em- 
ployes—called many of them by 
their nicknames, and shared their 
troubles and joys. Here is an- 
other of Mr. Baldwin's qualities. 
He is known as a humantiarian 
He is proud of the fact that he and 
his workers formed one big fam- 
ily, and that he never had any 
labor troubles. 

Not Interested in Money. 

Business for the sake of money 
alone does not interest the Pre- 
mier. He was once a rich man 
and one recalls his sacrifice in 
1919, when he gave $600,000—one- 
fifth of his fortune—to his coun- 
try and did it anonymously. The 
Treasury needed money, and Bald-_ 
win hoped that his gesture would 
persuade others to'give what they 
could. No one has ever chal- 


j upon that 


the world in making this gift, but 
such a beneficence could not be 
kept under cover. . 

The Premier is one of the hard- 
est working men in Whitehall. He 
is on the job from early morning 
until late at night, and his only 
recreation during the week is a 
brisk walk before breakfast. On 
Sundays he goes to Chequers, the 
country home of England's Prime 
Ministers—a sort of summer Whike 
House, There he reads and takes 
long jaunts, and if there are pigs 
along his line of march, so much 
the better. 

Mr. Baldwin keeps exceptionally 
close contact with Government af- 
fairs and the House of Commons. 
In fact, he is the first Premier in 
many years who has not delegated 
his leadership to the House fre- 
quently to others. 

Because of his onerous duties, 
Baldwin does not get as much real 
home life as he would like. His 
wife is a real helpmate. I do not 
mean that she takes a hand in af- 
fairs of state, though she knows 
what is going forward, but she is 
always at his side to cheer and en- 
courage him. 

View of America. - 

Baldwin is a man of imagination. 
Listen to this: 

“Tl like New York. When I was 
a lad, back fn 1890, I lived there 
for a short time. I loved the old 
city, from the Battery up to 
Gramercy Park—what a worl of 
romance there was. And what 
emotions it awakened to come 
little colonial church 
with the cross upon it, standing 
almost at the gate of one of the 
world’s greatest marts. (He was 
referring to old St. Paul’s, in lower 
Broadway). But when I was back 
again in 1923, I found that old 
New York had all but disappeared, 
and most of the familiar land- 
marks had been erased. What a 
pity! I experienced a feeling of 
personal loss.” 

And again: 

“What a beautiful place Wash- 
ington is. And in days to come it 
will grow into the most wonderful 
city of the world, with its Arling- 
ton, its monuments and its parks. 
Then there is Mount Vernon. How 
lovely. One paces along the porcn, 
looking down on the Potomac, and 
one seems to see within that an 
cient house George Washington ani 
his colleagues, sipping attheir port 
and discussing—what? One won- 
ders if in those distant days they 
saw in their mind’s eye anything 
of the America of today, with its 
teeming millions. which sweep 
across a great continent.” 

America’s Great Problem. 

The Premier's trend of thought 
carried him down to the present. 

“Whatatremendous problem you 
have with your huge population— 
the problem of assimilating, of 
Americanizing the hosts that have 
come to you from all parts of the 
world,” he said. “It is a vital 
question. 

The Prime Minister comes from 
a long ‘line of Wesleyan preach- 
ers and Quaker missionaries. In 
fact, one of his Quaker ancestors, 
Thomas Chalkley, went to Phila- 
delphia in colonia] days to preach 
the gospel. The influence of these 
religious forefathers still tells in 
the life of Baldwin. He believes in 
God and in prayer, and looks for 
spiritual aid in carrying his great 
burdens of office. 

“T believe,” he said, “that it is 
impossible for any person to Z0 
through life bearing a great re- 


lenged the statement that Baldwin 
intended to conceal his name from 


sponsibility and not break under it, 
unless there is divine guidance.” 


BRITAIN’S EXPORTS DECLINE 


Share of World Trade 11 Per Cent 
in 1927. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 13.—Great Brit- 
ain’s share in the world export, 
trade in 1927 was 11 per cent, Sir 
Philip Cunliffe-Lister, president of 
the Board of Trade, said last night 
in introducing his department's es- 
timates in the House of Commons. 
This was 2 per cent less than in 
1913. In the same period the Euro- 
r wn share of the world trade 
shrunk from 62 per cent to 52 per 
cent, 

Sir Philip urged the value of 
combination by British firms in 
selling to other countries, particu- 
larly where there was competition 
in selling the same goods, such as 
steel prodtcts. He said that Great 
Britain had obtained 55% per cent 
of the world’s ship-building con- 
tracts. Great Britain's output of 
motor vehicles for 1927 was 209,- 
000, increase of 77,000 over the 
output for 1924. The figures for 
last year do not include cars which 
were merely .assembled in Great 
Bri’ =tn. |

Davis testified that John E. 
Waggoner, a mechanical engineer, 
connected with Texas Agricultural 
& Mechanical College, conducted 
the survey of rural electrification 
in Texas with money paid through 
the Southwestern association to the 
college. A statement was submit- 
ted in connection with this testi- 
mony in which it was shown that 
$5419 had been spent this year in 
the rural electrification survey 
from the funds of the Southwestern 
association. Collections for the 
fund this year amount to $27,804. 
Another statement introduced into 
the record showed that in 1927 
$3241 was spent for the rural elec 
trification’ study out of $19,679 col- 
lected by the organization. 

Davis said the utility organiza- 
tions in Texas had thorough con- 
tact with all Texas colleges. This 
contact, he said, was through per- 
sonal acquaintance of utility men 
with college officials and that the 
utility organizations maintained 
the contact in order to get young 
men into the industry from the 
colleges and. to help solve the 
problems of various communities. 

He said utility men addressed 
college students and high school 
students on utility questions and 
worked very closely with these in- 
stitutions on all problems of de- 
velopment. He testified that a 
women’s committee of the organi- 
zation worked in the schools; that 
the utility organizations trained 
women to make speeches in the 
common schools and that when 
the utility companies could not get 
the women from their employ who 
could deliver certain types of 
speeches they obtained women 
from the outside, such as home 
economics experts. 

As to Public Ownership. 

The witness said the Texas utility 
organizations were not much wor- 
ried about government ownership, 
but hoped that in the publicity 
work they were doing they had suc- 
ceeded in conveying tothe people 
of Texas that privately owned were 
better than. municipally owned 
utilities. The colleges of Texas are 
for the development of Texas, the 
witness said, adding that $450,000 
is being spent to advertise Texas. 
Davis did not say where the $450,- 
000 was coming from or how it was 
being spent. 

Davis testified he did not think 
that the professors of the Texas 
colleges had opposed government 
ownership and added that. the 
Texas companies had _ cultivated 
contacts with them for the benefit 
of the communities, of young col- 
lege men and of Texas as a whole. 
He said his organization had no 
set policy to foster opposition to 
government ownership.

Wildcat financing of skyscrapers 
was frowned on at this morning’s 
session of the National Association 
of Building Owners and Managers 
convention, at Hotel Statler. Sid- 
ney R. Small of Detroit, Mich., 
chairman of the reai estate securi- 
ties group of the Investment Bank. 
ers’ Association of America, deliy- 
ered a paper on proper financing 
and referred to abuses which have 
become notorious during the boom 
that followed the World War. 

“Because of optimistic apprais- 
als,” he said, “there has developed 
a decided endeavor on the part of 
some borrowers to obtain the last 
dollar possible on the loan and to 
place as little as possible of their 
money in the project. To meet a 
condition such as this, if a lender 
would insist that the borrower 
have: actually invested a certain 
fixed proportion of the total 
amount fiananced, there would be 
far fewer Optimistic loans found in 
default. There has been too much 
financing with other people’s 
money.” 

No Fixed Percentage. 

Conservative financiers, Small 
said, insist on establishing a prop- 
er proportion between the senior 
and junior financing and the own- 
er’s equity, as a safeguard. A dele- 
gate inquired what the right pro- 
portion was, There is no fixed per- 
centage, the banker replief, “but 
there should be enough of the own- 
er’s money to make him fight for 
his project even when things look. 
dark.” 

Leo Sheridan, vice president of 
S. W. Straus & Co. of Chicsgo, 
which has financed many #sky- 
scrapers in St. Louis and other cit- 
ies, in the discussion of Small’s pa- 
per said he wanted to get it in the 
record thet the real estate mort- 
gage bond was a comparatively new.

developed in the last 15 years, Two 
years ago, he related, the annual 
loans of this character passed .he 
$1,000,000,000 mark for the first 
time.

Calis Amortization Too High. 

“It used to be a fundamental,” 
Sheridan declared, “to have a high 
rate of amortization, to pay off 60 
to 60 per cent of the loan during 
the life of the paper. But it has 
been learned that 80 per cent of the 
financial difficulties resulted from 
too high amortization; the proper- 
ties could not earn so much. Now, 
it has gone to the other extreme 
and there is a wait of five years 
before amortization begins and, 
then it is at a low percentage. This 
leaves the issue in good shape for 
refinancing at the end of its life.” 

It is a duty of every building 
owner and manager to pay particu- 
lar attention to overfinancing, it 
was maintained by Lee Thompson 
Smith, a past president of the na- 
tional association and president of 
the Building Managers’ and Own- 
ers’ Association of New York City. 
Inc, . 

Overfimancing Called Larceny. 

“Who is going to stop overfin- 
ancing, defalcations and failures 
except you men?” he asked. “I 
think the growth of any city is in- 
dicated by the number of new 
structures, but when they are un- 
sound great injury results. Any 
one making an unfair appraisal not 
justified by the actual earning pow- 
er of the property is just as guilty 
as if he had committed grand lar- 
ceny. He is doing a thing more 
harmful to the welfare of the city 
than if he blew up the buildings 
with dynamite. By sound financing 
of buildings, proper development 
ean follow, the city can progress 
and values will be stabilized.” 

Business Vacancies tec Increase. 

Although business development 
in the United States is bringing 
about abserption of the cxcess of- 
fice space thrown on the market 
during. the construction boom of 
the last few years, there is more 
space being provided, which will 
add to the percentage of vacancy 
unless business expands still more. 
the convention was told by John

“Although the amount of va- 
cant space is 11.86 per cent,” said 
Redmond, “this figure is not far 
in excess of the average of 10 per 
cent which most building managers 
regard as normal. However, it 
must be remembered that the ac- 
tual area of unoccupied space has 
increased by several million square 
feet and that a considerable fur- 
ther increase is indicated by pend- 
ing plans and buildings under con- 
struction. It is apparent that the 
amount of vacant space is suffi- 
cient to take care of the normal 
demands for additional space for 
a period of three or four years. 
The conclusion is that while many 
buildings are still within the eco- 
nomic limitations, future buildings 
may encounter difficulty in ob- 
taining sufficient occupancy to in- 
sure immediate success.” 

Psychology of Elevator Riders. 

A report on skyscraper operat- 
Ming methods and problems present- 
ed today, based on a study for the 
association by the Institute for 
Research in Land Economics and 
Public Utilities at Northwestern 
University, gave the following bits 
of information about elevators and 
the psychology of their passen- 
gers: 

An interval of one minute be- 
tween cars was considered good 
service 20 years ago, but competi- 
tion has cut this to as little as 17 
or 20 seconds, though 22 to 25 
seconds is excellent and even bet- 
ter than tenants of many cities 
demand, and 30 seconds will sat- 
isfy the average tenant. Self-lev- 
eling devices to stop the cab ex- 
actly at floor level are regarded as 
adding little to the service if oper- 
ators are well trained, but lighten 
the work if operators are girls; the 
device is excellent for freight cars 
and hospitals, hotels and medical 
buildings.

Are Not Strong Enough in Population, Delegates or Electoral Votes to Impose |

Advertised Agrarian Revolt Never Comes Off, and Why the Real Battle- 
ground Lies East of the Mississippi and North of the Ohio.

HATEVER else may be in doubt at 

Kansas City, this much at ieast is 
certain: the farmers of the Mississippi Vai- 
iey are quite incapable of imposing their 
will upon the Republican party. They 
have already abandoned hope of writing 
the principle ef the McNary-Haugen bill 
into the platform They have con fessed 
that they cannot hope to nominate their 
ewn candidate. They are still fighting Sec- 
retary Hoover, but if Mr. Hoover is beat- 
en it will not be due to the power of the 
farmers of the Mississippi Valiey. [It will 
be due to the resistance of delegates from 
the great financial centers of the East op- 
erating through leaders like Secretary Mel- 
lon, Chairman Butler and Mr. Hilles. The 
farmers of the Middle West can hope to 
play a part in the defeat of Mr. Hoover 
enly as auxiliaries to the big bosses of the 
East. [t is an illusion. one of the per- 
sistent itllusions of American politics, that 
the farmers of the Mississippi Valley are 
a great power in the land. 

At Kansas City they have about one- 
quarter of the delegates, most of them 
pledged to ex-Gov. Lowden. If ali the 
states from which these delegates come 
were to boit the Republican ticket on the 
issue of farm relief. an almost unthinkable 
idea, they would deprive the Republicans 
of only about 120 electoral votes. The 
simple truth is that the disaffected region 
is too weak in population, in delegates and 
in electora) votes to dominate the Republic- 
an party. The corn and wheat farmers 
are a minority. They are a small minority 
within their own party. They are a*min- 
ority even among farmers. *

It is not difficult to show why § the 
agrarian revolt of which so much is heard 
just before the conventions each presiden- 
tial year never comes off as advertised. The 
real political alignments of the voters in 
the United States are mest accurately ex- 
hibited by the congressional districts. Now 
there are 433 congressional! districts in the 
United States, of which a little more than 
half—abeut 240—are genuinely rural. The 
rest of the districts are in big cities or 
small cities and towns. Of the 246 rural 
districts about 65 are in the Selid South. 
about 55 are in Pennsyivania, New York 
and New Engiand, about six are on the 
Pacific Coast and about 721 are in the 
Roeky Mountains and Great Plains. This 
leaves about 90 to 35 districts in the corn 
amd wheat beit which are genuinely rural. 
Gev. Lowden, with a quarter of the dele- 
gates, bas slightiy more strength at Kan- 
sas City than the section he represents has 
in the nation. His rural constituencies are 
about one-fifth of all the constituencies 
and siightiy more than two-fifths of the 
rural constituencies. 

The real political weakness of the agrari- 
ans is even greater than these figures in- 
dicate. in the very regions where they 
predominate, that is te say in the Dake- 
tas, Nebraska, Kaneas, fowa, Tilineia, Tn- 
diana at Ohie, their 94-od42 rural dia 
triets are matched by at least 65 urban dis- 
tricts.

Of the foreign movie stars that 
find favor in Japan, it is generally 
conceded that Charlie Chaplin tops 
the list, with the acrobatic Doug- 
las Fairbanks a close second. Wom- 
en play an exceedingly small part 
in the affairs of the Far East, and 
that goes for the feminine film 
stars, but Mary Pickford seems 
to be the favorite among the 
American luminaries. 

A “new school” of Japanese 
movie actors is running the ol@ na- 
tive favorites a close race nowa- 
days. Tokihiko Okada is the ace 
Of the modern film actors, ‘while 
Tsumasaburo Bando is the favorite 
of the “old school.” The native 
women players are not without 
‘their popularity. Miss Nacye Fu- 
shimi is a leading player in both 
old and modern film drama, and 
Miss Shizuye Natsukawa is one of 


the “new school” exponents. 

The dramas of the “old school” 
are 15 and 18 reels long and are 
usually historical and gory. For 
many centuries this sort of doleful 
tragedy has been the ‘theater of 
Japan, and the movies have gone 
the legitimate one better in faith- 
fulness to details. 

New School Gains Popularity. 
The “new school” producers are 
making pictures of modern life, 
with their Japanese actors ‘n dress 
coats, toppers, spats and Oxford 
bags, and these films are gaining 
rapidly in popularity. 

In many of the provincial thea- 
ters the moving picture exhibitors 
charge no admission. They get 
their films, which are old and spot- 
ty, for virtually nothing and make 
their profits from the sales of 
cakes, tea, curios and photographs. 
Big houses in large cities charge 
admissions ranging from 20 cents 
to $1.25. Admissions in the coun- 
try theaters average from 7 to i3 
cents. f 

In almost all the theaters the 
real star of the program is the 
speaker or announcer, who reads 
the titles to spectators. He also 
explains the scenes and generally 
is a comedian as well as a trage- 
dian. The Japanese public, while 
generally literate, cannot usually 
read the titles as rapidly as they 
are thrown on the screen. Some 
announcers maek salaries of from 
$300 to $500 a month. 


REPLENISHMENT BY STATE 
MAKES OZARK FISHING GOOD 


2,000,000 Yellow Perch and 5,000,- 
000 Jack Salmon Placed in 
Streams in 1927. 
By the Associated Press, 
ROLLA, Mo.—Fishermen are 
now out on every stream in the 
Ozarks. Every guide is busy, fish- 
ing camps are crowded an 
streams are alive with sportsmen 
who have answered the lure, . 
Good fishing has not always ex- 
isted in the Ozarks, but due to the 
conservation and propagation of 
fish started several years ago by 
Commissioner Keith McCanse, Mis- 
souri is again taking its place in 
the hearts of fishermen. 
Last year the department placed 
in the streams of Missouri more 
than 8,000,000 fish. There were 
2,000,000 yellow perch, 5,000,000 
jack salmon, 500,000 rainbow trout, 
385,0000 black perch, 168,000 large 
mouth bass, 90,000 crappie, 35,00. 
yellow catfish, 10,000 small mouth 
bass, 13,500 lock lever trout and 
sundry other species. In the last 
three years more than 10,000,000 
- fish were placed in Missouri 
streams by the State. 

Missouri has" seven hatcheries 
providing fish.for its streams. The 
fishing seasom now is open to all 
species of fish except channel] cat, 
which closes June 11 and opens 
again in July. 

A day’s creel limit on bass, trout 
and channel cat is 10; on crappie 
and white perch 15 each, on Jack 
salmon five and goggle eye 20. A 
State fishing license costs $1 for a 
resident of Missouri, and for a non- 
resident $8. Last year more than 
250,000 hunting and fishing li- 
censes were sold. Indications’ are 
that the number will go far beyond 
that in 1928. 

Heavy rains in the last week 
have slowed down fishing opera- 
tions on larger Ozark streams, but 
the smaller spring fed creeks afford 
hundreds of miles for activity. 
There are 500 fishing streams in 
Missouri with a total length of 15.- 
000 miles. There are also 175 lakes 
for fishing.

Various stages in the process 
Note that in the center the two cut surfaces heave been 
filled in by fibrous or scar tissue, the fibrous cells being formed by divi- 
sion of previously existing fibrous cells in the edges of the cut, Note 
that from the dilated blood-vessels has poured an army of blood-cells 
(round cells) which do the work of cleaning up debris, engulfing bac- 
teria, and some of them perhaps changing into a form of fibrous con- 
nective cells. Note that the epithelium of the skin has grown over 
the surface of the wound, the skin-cells which did this springing from 
previously existing skin-cells at the cut edges. 
All of this complicated process of wound healing has been accom- 
plished by the adjustment and multiplication of cells present in the 
tissues.at the time the wound was made. 


We know 
that inflammation will occur and 
wandering cells gather about a 
sterile foreign body imbedded for 
experimental purposes in tissue; 
the area surrounding the foreign 
body will become entirely liquefied 
and the foreign body then becoines 
what is called a sequestrum. 

Perhaps the same principles ap- 
ply to the dead tissue in a clean 
wound, At any rate, the inflam- 
matory reaction is a very delicate 
adjustment to the body's needs.
